General Meeting Minutes 


July 13, 2007 
Randy Jenkins, KA6BQF, Acting Secretary 


The meeting was called to order by President 
Jack Burris at 19:37 hrs. Twenty-eight 
members or guests were present. 


President Jack Burris, reported the resignation 
of Gayle “Burgie” Jones as Secretary. 


The minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved as published in The Blown Fuse. 
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Station Manager, Stanton Gleason, reported 
that the club station was still fine. Stanton 
would like to try to do a practice emergency 
activation of the station. Stanton is still working 
on getting a railing up on the ramp. 


First Vice President, Ron Smith, was absent. 


Second Vice President, Randy Jenkins, 
reported on public service events taking place 
in August in Marin. 


Third Vice President, Sharon Primbsch, 
reported that The Blown Fuse was doing fine. 
As membership chairman, Sharon asked that 
the guests introduce themselves, and the 
assembled company follow suit. Guesta 
present were Mark O'Brien, KG6SYD; and Ron 
Fisher, K5EJL. 


Field Day Chairman, Peter Hoffman, reported 
on this year's Field Day activity. While 
contacts were down a little bit this year, 
preliminary tallies show around 5800 points 
this year. 


Treasurer Gordon Parsons reported $59.36 in 
income for June, and $113.65 in 
disbursements. The bank balances were 
reported as $4828.17 in checking and 
$2992.84 in the station fund, including $560 in 
the roofing fund. 


Board Member Bob Bowling reported that the 
40 m phased-array antenna had worked well at 
Field Day. 


President Burris reported that tonight's 
program would be given by Kirsten Mcintyre, 
K6WX on HF operating; August's program 
would be by Alan Eshelman, K6SRZ, on the 
Swain's Island DXpedition; and September's 
program would be by Dean Straw on 
contesting. 


President Burris commented on the success of 


our Field Day activity, and particularly singled 
out the operation of the GOTA station. 
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Texx Woodworth commented on several points 
including the need to begin planning for a crab 
feed next winter, on the status of the buildings 
that housed the club station, and on the ARRL 
efforts to mitigate the effect of interference on 
the Air Force radar system by 70 cm repeater 
operations. 


Sharon Primbsch reminded everybody that 
there would be a VE exam in Oakland on July 
22™. 


New Business: President Jack Burris 
announce that the Board of Directors had 
voted to spend up to $1500 to replace the roof 
on the club station with a target completion 
date of no later than September 21, 2008. 
Donations of material and labor from the 
membership or others will be welcomed. In 
this regard, the Board had determined to hold a 
fundraiser, possibly a crab feed, with the 
proceeds go towards club station roof fund. 
Jack also reported that the Board suggested 
that EBARC have a table at this year's 
Pacificon convention. This would require 
several club members manning the table. 
Jack commented on the lawsuit by the ARRL 
against the FCC over the ongoing inaction 
regarding interference from BPL. 


The CCCC / EBARC picnic was reported to be 
scheduled for Sunday, September 16 at Miller- 
Knox Park. It was reported that the costs of 
the picnic would be shared between the two 
clubs. 


Peter Hoffman commented that the Board had 
also proved the purchase of new tents for Field 
Day at a cost not to exceed $600. 


The question of nomination for Secretary was 
brought before the membership. Randy 
Jenkins said that he would take the Secretary's 
job if Someone else would take over as Second 
Vice President. Peter Gaposhkin suggested 
Texx Woodworth as Second Vice President. 
No action was taken at the meeting to fill the 
vacancy. 
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There being no further business, the business 
meeting was adjourned at 2010 hrs. A 
presentation on Basic HF Operating was given 
by Kristen McIntyre,K6WX.

FCC Responds to ARRL's BPL Brief 
[excerpt from ARRL Letter 07/06/2007] 


On Monday, July 2, the FCC filed its 
reply brief with the US Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia Circuit. 
The FCC attempted to rebut the ARRL's 
challenge to the FCC's Broadband over 
Power Line (BPL) rules enacted in late 
2004 and affirmed by the agency in 2006. 
According to ARRL General Counsel Chris 
Imlay, W3KD, "The FCC's brief does not 
accurately describe ARRL's arguments 
concerning harmful interference."... 


Imlay said the ARRL has asked the Court 
to order the FCC to "rethink the rules 
governing BPL and for the first time to 
take into account the evidence on the 
record concerning harmful interference to 
Amateur Radio." ARRL's reply brief is 
due for filing with the Court July 28, 
2007. There is no date set yet for oral 
argument before the three-judge panel in 
Washington, DC.
